House Group Asks Removal of General Foulois 


After more than four months of secret 
hearings the Rogers subcommittee of 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported that it found “cer- 
tain violations and evasions of law and 
Army regulations by, also the gross mis- 
conduct and inefficiency of, Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois, Chief of the Air 
Corps, USA, and other executive officers 
under his command.” 

The report, the full text of which ap- 
pears in this issue of the JouRNAL, is re- 
plete with strong language, uses such 
terms as “dishonesty,” “mismanagement” 
and “inefficiency.” It concludes with a 
recommendation that the Secretary of 
War “without delay” relieve General 
Foulois from his position as Chief of 
the Air Corps. 

General Foulois was prompt and posi- 
tive in replying to the committee's 
charges. “It is to be regretted,” the 
General declared, “that the investigating 
committee during the Iast four months 
has conducted its hearings in secret, 
rather than in open session, in order 
that all the facts and all the testimony 
could be made available to the public. 

“It is to be regretted that the com- 
mittee has simply quoted extracts from 
its hearings rather than publishing the 
entire hearings in order that the public 
may judge as to the truth or falsity of 
the accusations made against me and 
other officers of the Air Corps. 

“T have no fear of the ultimate out- 
come of any fair and impartial investi- 
gation of my acts, or my service in con- 
nection with my administration of the 
Army Air Corps, especially when all the 
facts and conditions surrounding Army 
Air Corps affairs are fully known. 

“T consider that the accusations above 
quoted are most unfair and unjust, and 
I am ready and willing at any time to 
meet my accusers in open court.”

War Department Investigation 

With committee members predicting 
important revelations, continuation of 
the investigation of the War Depart- 
ment by the House Military Affairs 
Committee was authorized by the House 
just prior to adjournment. 

Two subcommtitees of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the House have 
turned over evidence to the Department 
of Justice with the view to possible 
prosecutions of officials of the War 
Department, and the Rogers subcommit- 
tee, which has been investigating air- 
eraft and automobile contracts, Is con- 
tinuing its work this summer. 

Col. Joseph I. McMullen, JAGD, USA, 
was questioned by the Rogers subcom- 
mittee this week regarding his carrying 
on a private law practice, and told them 
that he had received several thousand 
dollars in fees for outside legal work 
during his service in the Army. His 
services for one of his clients committee 
members declared to be in violation of 
a section of the U. S. Criminal Code, 
which prohibits officers or employees 
from receiving pay from firms doing 
business with the Government. 

Colonel McMullen said he had received 
a retaining fee of $1,000 and $250 a

The Committee on Military Affairs shortly 
after the convening of Congress in January 
began hearings looking to the enactment of 
legislation for the enlargement of the Army 
Air Corps and for the promotion of its effi- 
clency and effectiveness. The committee 
contemplated action to give a more just rec- 
ognition in the matter of promotion to the 
very fine personnel who make up the rank 


and file of the Air Corps. The committee 
wished to provide the necessary planes, 
equipment and materiel to make the Air 


Corps at least the equal of any air force in 
the world comparable in size. The commit- 
tee realizes the power and the tremendous 
potentialities of the Air Corps, operating 
not only in conjunction with ground forces 
but more especially as an independent fight- 
ing force. The committee believes that in- 
evitably the Air Corps is destined to become 
our first line of defense and surely it affords 
the most economical means of frontier de- 
fense. Unfortunately, the hearings disclosed 
conditions in the command and administra- 
tion of the Air Corps that moved the com- 
mittee to ask the House of Representatives 
to set up the special investigating committee 
provided for in House Resolution 275. It is

Navy-Marine Corps Promotion 

Approximately 450 lieutenants of the 
Line of the Navy will be selected for 
promotion to lieutenant commander dur- 
ing the next two years, a study of the 
personnel situation just completed by 
the Bureau of Navigation shows. 


Three selection boards will be con- 
vened prior to the retirement of any 
officers under the terms of the new Line 
personnel law, and it is expected that 
about 48 per cent of the lieutenants in 
the “hump” will be placed on promotion 
lists prior to June 30, 1936, with 52 per 
cent more than 500 officers, going on the 
retired list on that date. Each of the 
three boards will probably select in the 
neighborhood of 150 lieutenants. 


Meanwhile, orders went out for the 
convening of two selection boards for 
the Marine Corps on June 25 as pre- 
viously indicated. Maj. Gen. John H. 
Russell, Commandant of the Corps, will 
head the senior board, which will select 
two colonels, eleven lieutenant colonels 
and fifty-three majors for promotion.

Pay Increase Return 
Assured By Congress 


With last-minute vital 
legislation, the House and the Senate 
just before adjourning passed a bill 
making certain that its intention in re- 
storing pay period increases will be car- 
ried out, 


Under the bill, H. R. 9867, the Con- 
gress provided that in the administra- 
tion of the law restoring automatic in- 
creases all service since June 30, 1982, 
as well as prior to that date will be 
credited to officers and employes pro- 
moted to the grade to which they would 
have progressed had the earlier econ- 
omy legislation not been enacted. 

This bill removes the doubt created 
when the Comptroller General ruled 
that Post Office employes entering new 
pay grades could not count the time be- 
tween July 1, 1982 and June 30, 1984. 
It had been intimated that the Comp- 
troller planned to extend this same rea- 
soning to the uniformed services. 

As reported in the JouRNAL last week, 
the bill was introduced referring only to 
the Post Office employes and was re- 
ferred to the Post Office committee of 
which Representative Mead is chairman, 

Late Friday evening, when Oongress 
was driving for adjournment, Mr. Mead 
brought up the bill on the floor of the 
House. Representative Dingell offered an 
amendment to make the bill apply to 
“other officers” and employes of the gov- 
ernment. This amendment was accepted 
and in that form the bill was passed and 
sent to the Senate where it was prompt- 
ly passed without comment the follow- 
ing day. 

In presenting the Dingell amendment 
the following colloquy occurred on the 
floor of the House:

Mr, DINGELL. Mr. Speaker, I have dis- 
cussed this with the gentleman from New 
York (Mr. Mead), Chairman of the Commit- 


tee on the Post Office and Post Roads, and 
we find that the bill covers just postal em- 
ployees. Its purpose in the first Instance 
was to circumvent a decision of the Comp- 
troller General which denies, contrary to the 
intent and purpose of Congress, certain ad- 
vances in line of promotion. This bill pro- 
vides only for postal employees. I am sure 
it was the intent and purpose of Congress 
at the time of passing the economy act that 
any service accumulation, any automatic 
promotion during that period of time would 
not be lost, and this bill tends to correct 
that injustice. 

Mr. MARTIN of Massachusetts. How much 
more does the gentleman extend it by his 
amendment? 

Mr. DINGELL. It covers the Army, the 
Navy, and the Marine Corps and the Coast 
Guard, and other officers in the service of 
the United States Government. It is purely 
a matter of correction. It does not give 


back any money in the past. Where an 
employee had served, say, 10 years, the 
Comptroller General held that promotional 


privileges of that period are lost. 

Mr. MARTIN of Massachusetts. If we 
should adopt the gentleman's amendment it 
would probably mean that the bill would be 
lost in the shuffle of the adjournment, would 
it not? 

Mr. DINGELL. I do not think so, I am 
sure the Chairman of the Committee on the 
Post Office and Post Roads will accept the 
amendment. I do not see how the bill will 
be compromised, The Senate bill is in abso- 
lute harmony with this provision

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Editors Give Views Pro and Con on Accusations Against General Foulois 


Public reaction to the recommendation of the Rogers subcommittee that Maj. 
Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, Chief of Air Corps, be relieved for “dishonesty” and 
“incompetence” is to withhold judgment and give him the open trial he demands. 
Practically every editorial comment made on the report advocates that Secretary 
of War Dern give General Foulois a complete open hearing before acting on the 
committee’s charges. A number of the newspapers question the committee’s dis- 
interestedness and the importance of its findings. Some contend that they are mere- 
ly seeking a scapegoat for the air mail disasters, while others contend that the 
committee has been “listening too much to the General Staff’s side of a long feud.” 
On the other hand, a considerable number of editors declare that the charges made 
are very serious and if proven, should be punished. 





“A knowledge of the background of the case makes it not altogether clear 
whether the Air Corps needs to be saved from the alleged incompetency of General 
Foulois and his aides or whether it needs to be saved from the effects of a long 
feud between officers of the general staff and those of the aviation branch of the 
Army,” comments the Christian Science Monitor. “From one or the other it cer- 
tainly needs to be freed. 

“The fact that the indictment was signed by all eight members of the com- 
mittee, four Democrats and four Republicans, removes any practical possibility 
that the charges are merely a political effort to find a scapegoat for the disastrous 
record of the Army in handling the air mail. But the accusers, a subcommittee of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs, adopt very largely the testimony of army 
general staff officers, whose feeling for the flying service has not been very kindly 
since the days of Brig. Gen. William Mitchell.” 





“On his side the general has something more than the presumption of innocence 
which any accused person is entitled to,” states the Chicago Tribune. “In this in- 
stance the accusers themselves, being a congressional committee of inquiry, are 
open to the gravest suspicion. 

“The motives and procedures of such committees are notorious. This committee 
may properly be suspected of seeking a scapegoat in the army rather than in 
politics for the army’s disastrous failure in carrying the mails. * * * 

“As is well known, committees of inquiry commonly observe no rules of evi- 
dence and adopt no procedures calculated to produce the truth. Their aim is gen- 
erally to smear those who may be the object of their dislike. If this is true of com- 
mittee inquiries conducted in public, it may be presumed to be doubly true of in- 
vestigations conducted behind locked doors. * * * 

“It is not easy to believe that a man whose career has been so intimately 
bound up with that of the army air service would at this late date betray his 
trust and in so doing bring his own organization into disrepute. 

“In view of his distinguished record, and in view of the political character 
of his accusers, Gen. Foulois is entitled to a good deal more than the ordinary 
presumption of innocence before trial.” 





“The charges which this House committee has made are far too serious to be 
evaded or ignored,” states the Washington Post. “Their importance transcends 
the individual involved, in that they strike at the method of conducting this im- 
portant branch of our system of National defense. It is a matter of vital importance 
not only to General Foulois, and to the Army, but to a Nation which naturally 
expects its military aviation to be thoroughly efficient and above the slightest suspi- 
clon of corruption, 

“In fairness to General Foulois, and to the executive officers associated with 
him, the present request of the Air Corps chief for an open hearing should be 
promptly granted. * * * For the present it is important to remember that the 
charges are merely accusations, the validity of which must be the more severely 
tested because their character is so serious.” 





“The sayage attack on Maj. Gen. ‘Benny’ Foulois, chief of the Army Air 
Corps, by the Military Affairs Committee of the House, was largely by way of alibi 
for that most preeminent among congressional committees when judged by the

standard of inertia,” declares George Rothwell Brown, Washington Herald colum. 
nist. “The committee has been subjected to the pressure of adverse criticism for 
a record of legislative accomplishment during the Seventy-third Congress amount. 
ing to a sum total of absolutely nothing. * * * This committee, not only in this 
Congress but for some years, has supinely surrendered the law-making function 
to the Appropriations Committee. 

“It stands today, from the point of view of the national defense, in discourag. 
ing comparison with the up-and-coming Naval Committee of the House. * * * 
Navy has been strengthened and fortified in every way. The men controlling its 
destiny in the House are real leaders. The Army is without such on the Military 
Committee.” 





“The report presents issues and accusations calling for the most serious and 
attentive consideration,” declares the Baltimore Sun. “Specifically, it charges Gep. 
eral Foulois with deliberate evasion of the law in the procurement of airplanes, 
The charge is based on evidence showing that planes have been purchased by nego- 
tiation rather than by competitive bidding. The competitive principle is important 
enough in all Government business transactions with private firms to warrant the 
importance the committee attaches to it. If the disregard has been deliberate, the 
situation is serious enough to require remedial action. 

“Findings of the committee derive greater weight from the fact they are 
unanimous. The recommendation that General Foulois be removed is signed not 
only by Democratic members of the committee but by three Republicans and one 
Farmer-Laborite, including Representative W. Frank James of Michigan. * * * With 
his signature and that of his fellow-Republican members appended, the report be- 
comes a non-partisan document of a most impressive character. * * * 

“In the light of the findings unanimously announced by the House committee 
the establishment of the Baker Commission appears more desirable and more im- 
portant than it did at the time. Its work ought to be prosecuted with the utmost 
impartiality and dispatch, and in the meantime the findings of the House com- 
mittee might well come in for some special study. General Foulois is entitled to 
the day in open court which he demands, but the day ought not be long delayed.” 





Declaring that the Army had taken over the air mail with scant equipment 
and little experience in night flying, the Philadelphia Inquirer states: 

“For such ‘inefficient’ equipment and management someone was surely re 
sponsible. The investigating committee centers upon General Foulois as the chief 
culprit, but since a system has grown up that has resulted in ‘favoritism and dis- 
crimination,’ more than one person must be involved. However, the War Depart- 
ment is now aware of conditions, even if it hasn’t been heretofore, and so is the 
Presitient. The committee expresses the hope that they will be remedied before the 
organization of the next Congress, so that other plans for improving the Air Corps 
may be Undertaken. There will be plenty of opportunity, with no excuse for 
neglecting it.” 





“The Army being what it is, it is hardly possible that General Foulois alone 
could be responsible for all the things charged by the committee,” states the 
Scripps-Howard Washington News. “If there is ‘mismanagement,’ ‘inefficiency’ and 
‘gross miscondutt,’ as charged, it would seem that other high Army officers and 
War Department officials must be partly to blame. * * * 

“Piercing the nasty accusations that have come from all sides, we find that 
basically the controversy rages around the question of what method should be 
followed in purchasing Army equipment. General Foulois and some of his col- 
leagues favor ‘negotiated contracts.’ Some of the General’s superiors and some of 
his subordinates, together with members of the Rogers committee, favor open com- 
petitive bidding, saying that negotiated contracts lead to favoritism. Even in 
Congress, there is dissent as to method. A group, led by Rep. Ross Collins (D., 
Miss.), a conscientious student of military affairs, contends that only by negotiated 
contracts can the Army be certain that it is securing the best possible equipment. 
Somehow, the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, by combining the two methods, has en- 
tirely escaped criticism and there is no question of naval air efficiency.”

By reference report No. 1506, House 
Calendar No. 263 filed on May 7, 10934, rela- 
tive to the $7,500,000 allocated to the War 
Department for the purchase of airplanes 
ost of Public Works Administration funds, 
js made a part hereof. We expect at a later 
date to report further as to the results of 
our investigation into other matters referred 
tous by virtue of said H.R. 275. 

On July 2, 1926, Public Law No. 446, Sixty- 
ninth Congress, H.R. 10827 entitled “An act 
to provide more effectively for the national 
defense by increasing the efficiency of the 
Air Corps of the Army of the United States 
and for other purposes” was enacted into 
law. Under its provisions the purchase and 
procurement of aircraft by the Army are 
regulated. The provisions thereof pertinent 
to this report are as follows: 


Sec. 10 (k). The Secretary of War or 
the Secretary of the Navy may at his dis- 
cretion purchase abroad or in the United 
States with or without competition, by 
contract, or otherwise, such designs, air- 
eraft, aircraft parts, or aeronautical acces- 
sories as may be necessary in his Judgment 
for experimental purposes in the develop- 
ment of aircraft or aircraft parts or aero- 
nautical accessories of the best kind for 
the Army or the Navy, as the case may be, 
and if as a result of such procurement, 
new and suitable designs considered to be 
the best kind for the Army or the Navy 
are developed, he may enter into contract, 
subject to the requirements of paragraph 
(j) of this section, for the procurement in 
quantity of such aircraft, aircraft parts, 
or aeronautical accessories without regard 
to the provision of paragraphs (a) to (e) 
inclusive, hereof. 

(q) In the procurement of aircraft con- 
structed according to designs presented to 
any individual, firm, or corporation prior 
to the passage of this Act, which designs 
have been reduced to practice and found 
to be suitable for the purpose intended or 
aceording to such designs with minor mod- 
ifleations thereof, the Secretary of War or 
the Secretary of the Navy, when in his 
opinion the interests of the United States 
will be best served thereby, may contract 
with said individual, firm, or corporation, 
at reasonable prices for such quantities of 
said aircraft, aircraft parts, or aeronautical 
accessories as he may deem necessary: 
Provided, That the action of the Secretary 
of War or the Secretary of the Navy, in 
each such case shall be final and conclusive. 

(t) Hereafter whenever the Secretary of 
War, or the Secretary of the Navy shall 
enter into a contract for or on behalf of 
the United States, for aircraft, aircraft 
parts, or aeronautical! accessories, said Sec- 
retary is hereby authorized to award such 
contract to the bidder that said Secretary 
shall find to be the lowest responsible bid- 
der that can satisfactorily perform the 
work or the service required to the best 
advantage of the Government; and the 
decision of the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment concerned as to the award of such 
contract, the interpretation of the provi- 
sions of the contract, and the application 
and the administration of the contract shall 
hot be reviewable, otherwise than as may 
be therein provided for, by any officer or 
tribunal of the United States except the 
President and the Federal courts. 


The legal application and purposes of these 
Provisions of law as applicable to the Army 
were passed upon by the office of the Judge 
Advocate General of the United States Army 
by approved memoranda dated May 17, 1929, 
and August 3, 1929, addressed to the As- 
sistant Secretary of War. The Judge Ad- 
Yocate General held that under section 10 
(k) of the Air Corps Act of July 2, 1926 
(supra), quantity procurement of aircraft 
4nd accessories must be made only after 
advertisement pursuant to section 3709 re- 
Vised Statutes, 

Gquuddivision 10 (t) of the Air Corps Act 
wan clearly defines the only method by 

ich aircraft procurement in quantity can 

obtained, that is, by competitive bidding, 
& Policy definitely established by law not 








only in the Air Corps Act of 1926 but also 
by section 3709 of the Revised Statutes 
March 2, 1861, and the act of March 2, 1901. 

In addition to illegal procurement of air- 
craft and accessories under the provisions of 
(k) and (q) of the Air Corps Act of 1926, 
procurement was illegally made by an al- 
leged compliance with Army regulations 
(par. 9 A.R. 5-160). 

Further unlawful procurement was made 
allegedly in compliance with Army Regula- 
tions 5-240, 1-2, dated October 1, 1932, which 
reads, in part, as follows: 


Without competition, general authoriza- 
tion: Supplies may be procured without 
competition only when it is impracticable 
to secure competition or when purchase 


without competition is expressly author- 
ized by statutes. 
Despite the provisions of the Air Corps 


Act of 1926 and the interpretations thereof 
by the Judge Advocate General the evidence 
discloses deliberate, willful, and intentional 
violations of law by the Chief of the Air 
Corps, aided and abetted by his assistants in 
charge of procurement. 

As a result of continued violations of pro- 
visions of the Air Corps Act of 1926 and 
various subterfuges which were begun im- 
mediately following the passage of the act 
and continually used by the Procurement 
Division of the Air Corps to evade the clear 
intent and purpose of the act in regard to 
the procurement of aircraft in quantity, 
there has developed a pernicious, unlawful 
system detrimental to the progress of the 
Air Corps of the United States and to the 


adequacy of our national air defense. This 
system has resulted in favoritism and dis 
crimination, which section 3709 of the Re 


vised Statutes and section 10 (t) of the Air 
Corps Act sought to eradicate by prescribing 
competitive bidding, in the Army Air Corps. 

The method by which those in charge of 
the Air Corps were able to continue to vio- 
late the law and to impose upon the country 
their ideas of administering the Air Corps 
despite the explicit language of the Statute 
was the simple means of flouting the law 
repeatedly with impunity. Under the terms 
of the Air Corps Act the Secretary of War 
has determinations of procurement and pur- 
chase, and that office has, as the records 
disclose, heretofore relied on the Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air, and/or the Chief 
of the Air Corps. 

The details of national defense being con- 
fidential we deem it inadvisable to present 
a detailed discussion of the present ineffi- 
cient status of the Air Corps as to equip- 


ment, management, and personnel. How- 
ever, we feel that the situation is such as 
to merit the concern of those most vitally 


interested and charged with the prime duty 
of national defense. 

In December, 1927, Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. 
Foulois was appointed Assistant Chief of 
the Air Corps, and has served in an execu- 
tive capacity continuously since that time. 
On June 1, 1920, he took charge of the 
Materiel Division at Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio, a branch office of the Chief of the Air 


Corps, and served there for 1 year. His 
duties under this assignment included all 
matters relative to bids, negotiations, and 


preparation of contracts. On July 1, 1930, 
he returned to Washington as Assistant Chief 
of the Air Corps and on December 22, 1931, 
he took office as Chief of the Air Corps. 

It is apparent that from the period of 1927 
to date Major General Foulois’ assignments 
made a knowledge of the Air Corps Act of 
1926 and the interpretations thereof by the 
Judge Advocate’s Department of the Army, 
as approved by the Secretary or Assistant 
Secretary of War, prerequisite for the ful- 
fillment of his duties. During his terms as 
Assistant Chief of the Air Corps, Chief of 
the Materiel Division (procurement), Assis- 
tant and Acting Chief of the Air Corps, and 
Chief of the Air Corps, the deliberate and 
intentional violations of law in connection 
with the procurement of aircraft and acces 
sories have continued with his sanction and 
approval. 

He even testified under oath that in the 
interest of government he had “overlocked 
the Army regulations and broken them hun- 
dreds of times—and I will break them 
again.” 

During the course of more than 4 months 
of extended hearings held by this subcom 
mittee, Major General Foulois, his assistant 
chief, Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, his execu 
tive assistant, Col. Jacob KE. Fickel, and 
others attached to the office of the Chief of 
the Air Corps, appeared as witnesses. Their 


testimony accentuated the deliberateness 
with which the law has been violated and 
ignored. 


On February 1, 1934, Major General Fou 
lois appeared before the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee to discuss the situation rela- 
tive to the Air Corps. He was later given 
an opportunity to examine his remarks. In 
order to fully acquaint the House with the 
situation with which this subcommittee was 
confronted on his subsequent appearances, 
and to fully demonstrate the inaccuracy and 
unreliability of his testimony, certain por-

1, 1934, are here set forth together with the

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Summer Schedule of Fleet 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson this 
week announced the detailed schedule of 
employment of the United States Fleet 
for the first quarter of the next fiscal 
year, July, August and September 1934. 
The fleet, which has been at sea engaged 
in tactical exercises, will return to port 
today. The vessels of the Battle Force 
will put into Newport and then sail 
to their designated Fourth of July ports. 
The Scouting Force wil] visit Hampton 
Roads and then disperse to ports along 
the South Atlantic Coast to as far south 
as St. Augustine, Fla., during the Fourth 
of July period. 


The Aircraft, Battle Force, composed 
of the USS Saratoga, flagship, USS 
lexineton and USS Langley, will arrive 
June 23 at Hampton Roads where they 
will base during the summer. 


The United States Fleet will engage 
in further exercises at sea from July 
9 to 11. Upon the completion of the 
maneuvers, the Battle Force will base 
at Newport and the Scouting Force at 
Provincetown, Mass. 

The Battle Force will sail on Aug. 9 
(the battleships conducting full power 
trials enroute) to Hampton Roads where 
they will base until September 17. 

The Scouting Force will remain at 
Provincetown, Mass., until Aug. 18, 
when it shifts its base to Newport, R. I. 
On Sept. 10, the Cruiser Divisions will 
sail for Hampton Roads and the De- 
troyer Divisions for Charleston, 8. C. 

On Sept. 17, the Battle and Scouting 
Forces will sail for Guantanamo, Cuba, 
where they will base until their de- 
parture for the West Coast. 

The USS New Mexico, flagship of the 
United States Fleet, with the battleships 
of the Battle Force was due to arrive 
at Newport, R. IL. yesterday, the New 
Mexico, California and West Virginia 
remaining there, while six of the ves- 
sels will visit the following ports, sail- 
ing July 3rd: the Mississippi to Fast- 
port, Maine, the USS New York and USS 
Texas to Boston, Mass., the USS Tenn-

Vetoes Gratuity Bill 


President Roosevelt on June 16 vetoed 
a bill granting a death gratuity to Mrs. 
Annie Bruce, widow of Lt. Frank Bruce, 
USN, who was killed May 14, 1919 as 
the result of the explosion of alongside 
the USS Bobolink in the North Sea. 

“The act, approved May 13, 1908, 
which authorized the payment of grat- 
uity of 6 months’ pay to widows of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Navy, was 
repealed by the act of October 6, 1917, 
which provided for Government insur- 
ance” stated the President “the repeal 
of the gratuity being predicated upon 
the theory that the insurance policies 
were liberal and the premium rates low 
and that the continuance of the gratuity 
of 6 months pay would be in effect a 
double gratuity. * * * The general pro- 
visions of the act of 1908 were not re- 
enacted until June 4, 1920, which was 
after the death of Lieutenant Bruce, 
The records show that Mrs. Bruce is 
now receiving from the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration $57.50 per month under the 
war-risk insurance policy of Lieutenant 
Bruce, and a service pension of $30 per 
month granted her as the widow of an 
officer whose death resulted from injur- 
jes incurred in line of duty. 

“Tt has been estimated that if the pre- 
cedents that would be established by this 
case were followed and payments of 6 
months’ pay as gratuity made to depen- 
dents of all officers and enlisted men of 
the military forces of the United States 
who died during the World War the 
amount would exceed $3,300,000 in addi- 
tion to the other benefits they may be 
receiving from the Government, 


“T fail to see any justification for the 
proposal to place the beneficiary of this 
bill in a different status than that which 
applies to all other widows of “veterans 
who died in line of duty during the 
World War.”

WITH ALL DUB RESPECT TO THE HOUSE MILITARY COMMITTEE, it 
has gone beyond its power in connection with the case of Major General Foulois. 
Not satisfied with recommending his removai from the oflice of Chief of the Air 
Corps, its members are threatening that if such action be not taken a bill to 
compel it will be enacted and that penalties upon the Army also will be legisla- 
tively imposed. The representatives talking in this fashion should remember they 
have no authority over the internal administration of the Army, and that there 
are specified by law, and the Articles of War, and the regulations based thereon, 
the ways and means by which an officer only can be disciplined. Moreover, there 
18 a Military Committee of the Senate, besides the two Houses themselves, which 
feels it has something to say about legislation and the policies it expresses. For 
the War Department to accept the findings of a subcommittee and to act sum- 
marily thereon without giving the officer criticized an opportunity to make defense 
by the course prescribed would be an abnegation of authority and the establish- 
ment of a precedent which would make the commission of every officer subject to 
congressional inclination. It is our judgment that the sober sense of the com- 
mittee will determine that having performed its duty in conducting the investiga- 
tion it is now the responsibility of the War Department to consider the recom- 
mendation it made and the testimony it obtained in support of it. To apply 
pressure, to show animus, will only cause public reaction even more unfavorable 
to the committee than that which has occurred. Nor has it helped the committee 
in its denunciation of General Foulois to charge him with “dishonesty.” It is 
admitted that what was intended was to charge him with “dishonesty of expres- 
sion.” To the average man, however, dishonesty means stealing, and those who 
know the Air Corps Chief are aware of his financial probity, indignantly repudiate 
the suggestion that he has been guilty of anything in the slightest degree resembling 
malfeasance in office. For this error the Committee should make an apology to 
General Foulois and give it the same widespread publicity it did to the report 
containing the baseless charge. It is our expectation that Secretary Dern will 
handle the report of the Committee with understanding and consideration of all 
the interests involved, and especially those of the Government. Already he has 
proceeded in accordance with recognized practice. He has referred the report to 
General Foulois for answer. When that answer is at hand, he will decide what to 
do, and the decision we predict will be in accordance with established precedent. 
That is as it should be. That is the way to protect all officers in their commissions, 
and any departure therefrom would be dangerous to and even destructive of morale. 


THERE WAS NO HESITATION ON THE PART OF CONGRESS in enacting 
the resolution which we advocated clarifying the language of the Independent 
Offices Appropriation law so as to assure the Services pay credit for the first two 
years of the operation of the Economy Act. The interviews published in our columns 
last week demonstrated that members of the Appropriations Committee had not the 
intent determined by the Comptroller General under which credit was to be 
refused for the perlod from July 1, 1932 to June 30, 1984, In the light of these 
interviews and the activity of the Postal Employes, supported by representatives 
of the Army and the Navy, both Houses, without roll calls, passed the necessary 
remedial legislation. As a result there will be no loss of credit. Further, it is our 
view, based upon a study of the language of the resolution, that all longevity 
allowances will be restored. Of course, the matter again will come before the 
Comptroller General. When it does, we believe that he will take note especially 
of the statement made by Senator Coolidge, of Massachusetts, that “we meant to 
be broad about the matter and give them (the Services) what they wanted on the 
ist of July.” This description of the attitude of Congress also ought not to be 
lost sight of by the President. He will have the power on July 1 to restore the 
remaining 5% of the pay cut imposed by the Economy Act. He will be aboard the 
cruiser Houston on that date en route to the Carribean Sea. It would be a 
graceful gesture, and at the same time an act of justice, for him to sign an order 
on that vessel under which officers and men will be allowed to redraw the pittance 
of which they have been deprived. Do it, Mr. President! 


IT IS BEGINNING TO LOOK AS THOUGH THE 1935 international naval 
conference, should it meet, will enter into an engagement to increase rather than 
decrease the Fleets of the participating powers. The British Prime Minister has 
stated frankly that sentiment in the Empire is for a more powerful sea force. 
Moreover, France and Italy have been building beyond the limits anticipated when 
the London Treaty was signed, and as British policy calls for a Navy superior to 
any two power European combination, an increase of the Fleet under the Union 
Jack is claimed to be essential. Japan, through her official spokesman, continues 
to insist upon physical parity, which, in fact, would make her dominant in the Far 
Kast. With both England and Japan favoring greater sea strength, the question 
arises as to the policy of the United States. It is certain this government will not 
engage in a naval race, but it is equally certain the President will require posses- 
sion of a force which will assure the protection of our territory and our vast 
interests throughout the World. As an indication of this attitude, the American 
delegates will not consent to new battleships of 25,000 tons, which the British 
propose, and which by reason of their numerous bases they can use advantageously. 
Our Navy lacking bases must have larger units, and prefers vessels of this type of 
85,000 tons. Europe and Japan should not forget that. in the interest of peace the 
United States at the Washington Conference scrapped ships which would have as- 
sured us a Navy superior to any other. In this light of this unprecedented action, 
there is substantial ground for opposition to Japanese parity, which Rear Admiral 
Pratt ably expressed in an article in Foreign Affairs, and for the view held in naval 
circles that neither Great Britain nor any other nation shall be allowed to outclass 
America upon the seas.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


New Army Foreign Service Tour Policy—In accordance with the Act passed by 
Congress recently, the War Department is planning to return to the United States 
as promptly as possible all personnel who have completed two years of foreign duty. 
However, the policy of the Department will be to approve all requests for extension 
of one additional year of the two years tour of foreign service, provided the 
officers are physically fit. 

The new policy is outlined by the Adjutant General's office as follows: 

1. In accordance with recent law the tour of foreign service is reduced from 
three to two years. The tour of service will include only service within the ter- 
ritorial limits of the Department, except while at sea enroute to or from foreign 
service under change of station orders. 

2. Department commanders are authorized to determine priorities of de- 
parture in accordance with the desire of those concerned and the best interests of 
the service. During the period of adjustment, extensions to three years may be 
granted in the discretion of the department commanders concerned. 

8. The general policy of the War Department is to return personnel who 
have completed the longest time on present tour of duty first, followed by all 
others eligible for transfer in the same order as transport accommodations be- 
come available. Department commanders are authorized to make exceptions for 
sickness or other cogent reasons. It is estimated that it will take the greater part 








of the year to effect the change and arrive at an exact two-year schedule for all 


concerned. 

4. During the neriod of adjustment and until the normal two-year policy 
is established this office will be informed by radio on the first day of each month 
and at least three months in advance of the date of return, the names and dates 
of priority of those officers and warrant officers and those whose tours the depart- 
ment commanders have extended in accordance with paragraph 2 above. Report 
by radio is desired of names of any non-commissioned officers-of first three grades 
who will be returned prior to September and who have not already been re- 
ported on requisition. 

5. In order to provide for the maximum accommodations on transports for 
authorized personnel traveling to and from overseas departments under orders and 
between east and west coast, all transportation on Army transports will be limited 
in so far as possible to that prescribed in paragraph 2, a (1), (2) and (3), A.R. 
80-1195. Emergency or exceptional cases under (4), A.R. 30-1195, may be authorized 
to travel on transports during this period and report of approval in such cases will 
be submitted to the War Department. 

6. The utmost economy will be exercised in the assignment of officers, war- 
rant officers, and enlisted men of the first three grades going to or returning from 
foreign service. In so far as practicable they will be taken from or assigned to 
stations in the vicinity of the east and west coasts in order that the minimum 
expenses for mileage and transportation will be incurred. The policy of the War 
Department will be to approve all requests for extension of one additional year 
of the two-year tour of foreign service, provided the officers are physically fit. 


Higher Rank For Navy Warrant Officers ust three days prior to ad- 
journment, a bill was introduced in Congress to create the grades of ensign, lieu- 
tenant (junior grade), lieutenant, and lieutenant commander “in the various 
branches of commissioned warrant officers,” of the Navy. 

Senator David Walsh, of Mass., senior Democrat and acting chairman of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee during the latter part of the session, introduced 
the measure, It is sponsored by a group of warrant officers of the Navy who seek 
some method of advancement in their specialty. Under present law, a limited 
number of warrant officers are eligible for examination for appointment to the 
grade of ensign, but few can qualify for general line duties. Moreover, since the 
actual strength of the line of the Navy has been in excess of authorized strength 
fer the past few years, no appointments have been possible. 

“Commissioned officers promoted from warrant officers shall have the same rights 
and privileges commissioned officers of the line now or hereafter may enjoy, in- 
cluding rank, uniform, pay and allowances, retirement and leave, and so forth, 
and shall take precedence with commissioned officers of the line with whom they 
hold rank,” the bill provides “Provided, That warrant officers and commissioned 
officers promoted from warrant officers shall continue to maintain the same mess- 
ing arrangements as is now prescribed by regulations of the United States Navy 
for warrant officers and commissioned warrant officers: Provided further, That im- 
mediately following the title of their commissioned grade shall be shown and used 
the title of the grades which such commissioned officers held as warrant officers 
at the time of promotion: Provided further, That commissioned officers promoted 
from warrant officers shall serve under and as a part of the bureaus having juris- 
=— over their duties and shall wear the corps device they wore as warrant 
officers.’ 

The bill (S. 8796) specifies that in the case of original appointments, warrant 
officers with four or more years service should be promoted to ensign; commis- 
sioned warrant officers with three or more years of commissioned service should 
be promoted to lieutenant, junior grade; and commissioned warrant officers with 
seven or more years service should be pr»moted to lieutenant. Commissioned war- 
rant officers with 15 or more years of commissioned service would be. eligible for 
selection to the grade of lieutenant commander. Subsequent to the original ap- 
pointments, the bill provides for promotion to ensign after four years warrant service ; 
promotion to lieutenant, junior grade, after three years as ensign; promotion to 
lieutenant efter four years as junior lieutenant; and promotion to lieutenant com- 
mander by selection from lieutenants with 15 or more years of service. Officers 
promoted by the Act would have to have a creditable record and pass “such pro- 
fessional, physical and moral examination as the Secretary of the Navy may pre- 
scribe.” Examining boards would be composed of “commissioned officers promoted 
from warrant officers of the same branch as the officers appearing before them,” 
it is provided, while “until such time as there are a sufficient number of com- 
missioned officers promoted from warrant officers such boards shall be composed 
of commissioned officers of the line and Staff Corps of the Navy under whose 
bureau the officers to be appointed or promoted are serving.” 

The number of warrant officers and “commissioned officers promoted from 
warrant officers” as they are described, is set at 1,500. The Secretary of the Navy 
shall fix the distribution among branches, with the proviso that at least five per 
cent of each branch shall be in the grade of lieutenant commander. 


Shipment of Privately-Owned Automobiles at Government Expense—Section 1, 
Circular No. 32 and Section III, Circular No. 59, War Department, 1933, have been 
rescinded, and the following substituted therefor, effective July 1, 1934: 

“1. a. The Legislative Appropriation Act, approved June 30, 1932, provide s— 








“Sec. 209. Hereafter, no law or regulation authorizing or permitting the transportatigg 
at Government expense of the effects of officers, employees, or other persons, shall be eop. 
strued or applied as including or authorizing the transportation of an automobile: PRO. 
VIDED, That not more than $5,000 in any fiscal year may be expended for such purposes 
by the War Department, and not more than $5,000 in any fiscal year by the Navy Depart. 
ment. 

“b. The War Department appropriation acts for the fiscal years 1934 ang 
1935, approved March 4, 1933, and April 26, 1934, respectively, provide— 

“That no appropriation contained in this Act shall be available for any expense fop 
or incident to the transportation of privately-owned automobiles except on account of the 
return to the United States of such privately-owned automobiles as may have been trang. 
ported to points outside of the continental limits of the United States at public expenge 
prior to July 14, 1982. 

“2. In accordance with the foregoing, privately-owned automobiles may be 
shipped only under the following conditions during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1935: 

“a. Privately-owned automobiles which may have been transported to points 
outside of the continental limits of the United States at public expense prior to 
July 14, 1932, will be returned to the United States at public expense. Pergong 
desiring to make return shipments under this authority, other than by Army 
transport, will, in each case, secure the prior approval of the Secretary of War. 

“b. Privately-owned automobiles may be shipped as excess baggage on Army 
transports when space is available, without displacing Government property, at the 
expense of the owner, in accordance with regulations governing the transportation 
of, and payment for, excess baggage. See paragraph 19d, AR 30-960. 

“ce, Except as provided in a and b above, privately-owned automobiles may be 
Shipped as excess baggage with the authorized change of station allowance of 
baggage upon the agreement of the owner to bear any expense incident thereto 
from personal funds; collection to be made as prescribed in paragraph 24, AR 
30-960. 

“3. All regulations or instructions heretofore issued in conflict with the fore. 
going are hereby suspended for the fiscal year 1935.” 


Air Corps Board—The Special War Department Air Committee headed by 
Secretary Baker recently completed the twenty-fifth day of the taking of testimony, 
The Special Committee devoted the last few days of its present session to hearing 
testimony relating to the organization and problems of aviation of the National 
Guard and to the organization, training and operation of Naval aviation. 

The Committee has adjourned for a period of time in order to permit the 
evidence which has been recorded to be digested. The Committee will reconvene 
June 27 to determine whether or not further testimony should be obtained, to 
discuss the evidence compiled and to consider the preparation of their final report.

Nowy Shortens Foreign Service Tours—Carrying out the Act of May 28, 1934, re- 
pealing the three year foreign service tour requirement, the Bureau of Navigation 
announced this week that in the future, the tour of duty afloat on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion for line officers will be two years for commanders and above, and two and 
one-half years for lieutenant commanders and below, for staff corps personnel 
the tour will be two years. The tour of duty on shore on foreign stations will be 
two years except in Samoa, which is eighteen months. All officers who have 
served in excess of time specified will be relieved as soon as a relief is available. 


Marine Corps Promotion Exams—Announcement was made this week by Marine 
Corps Headquarters of the details of the new policy of exempting graduates of 
service schools from examinations for promotion. Certificates of graduation will 
exempt officers from examination for a period of two years after issue. Thereafter, 
the exemption can be extended by taking Extension Courses which are to be estab- 
lished. These courses will be conducted by correspondence and each one will 
last approximately two years. Until they are established, certificates of gradua- 
tion from accredited schools, no matter when received, will be accepted in lieu of 
examination. 

In addition to the Extension Courses, other methods of extending the period 
of exemption of certificates of graduation are provided: i. e., enrollment in another 
accredited school, or assignment to duty as instructor in an accredited school or 
as student in a nonaccredited school, or to duty in the field. Such duty will extend 
the period of exemption until the beginning of the next extension course. 

The following are the accredited schools for the ranks indicated: 

(a) From Second Lieutenant to First Lieutenant: Marine Corps Schools, 
Basic Course. 

(b) From First Lieutenant to Captain and from Captain to Major: Marine 
Corps Schools, Basic Course (First Lieutenant to Captain only). Marine Corps 
Schools, First or Second Year (Company or Field Officers’) Courses. The Infantry 
School. The Cavalry School. The Field Artillery School. The Coast Artillery 
School. The Air Corps Tactical School. The Naval War College, Junior Course. 
The Command and General Staff School. L’Hcole de Guerre. 

(c) From Major to Lieutenant Colonel and from Lieutenant Colonel to Colonel: 
Marine Corps Schools, Second Year (Field Officers’) Course. The Command and 
General Staff School. The Naval War College, Senior Course. The Army War 
College. The Infantry School, Field Officers’ or Advanced Course. The Field Artil- 
lery School, Field Officers’ or Advanced Course. The Coast Artillery School, Field 
Officers’ or Advanced Course. The Cavalry School, Field Officers’ or Advanced 
Course. The Air Corps Tactical School. L’Ecole de Guerre. 


Permanent Appropriations—Provisions abolishing the Naval Hospital fund and 
the naval fines and forfeitures fund, contained in the bill requiring annual con- 
sideration of permanent appropriations as it passed the House, were left out of the 
bill at final passage of the measure just before adjournment this week. The War 
Department replacing funds which would have been abolished by the House bill 
and left intact by a Senate amendment, were continued on a restricted basis. As 
finally approved, the bill provided that “Effective July 1, 1935, credit shall be 
made to the replacement accounts * * * of only such amounts as represent sales of 
stores, materials and supplies at actual cost to the War Department.” 

The Recreation Fund, Army will be abolished and the balance therein paid 
into the Treasury. The act, however, authorizes the appropriation of a like amount 
in the event of war.

The attention of the Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Major General Drum, was called to the state. 
ment of Major General Foulois as quoted 
above, and at the request of the subcom- 
mittee he attended a hearing, was duly 
sworn as a witness, and testified that Major 
General Foulois had every opportunity to 
“appear before the Budget: Advisory Com- 
mittee and before the Bureau of the Bud- 
get and before Congress.” He also said that 
Major General Foulois “has every opportunity 
to present the views and recommendations 
before the program for the year has been 
made up before the Budget Advisory Com- 
mittee or Bureau of the Budget and Con- 
gress on everything that pertains to the Air 
Corps, whether it is supplied by the Air 
Corps or some other branch.” 


After characterizing the above-quoted 


statement of Major General Foulois as a 
misstatement of fact, Major General Drum 
further emphasized that Major General 


Foulois has— 


an opportunity to make his statement on 
anything that pertains to his branch and 
question of money for reserve, the question 
of bombs, machine guns, radio equipment— 
and there is an opportunity afforded him in 
his appearance and statements to cover 
those subjects. There is no restriction on 
him. He is ordered to do it and he is 
neglecting his duty if he does not present 
them, 


In corroboration of his testimony, Major 
General Drum submitted a memorandum pre- 
pared by the Chief of the Budget and Legis- 
lative Planning Branch of the War Depart- 
ment showing that— 


as the first step in the preparation of the 
tentative directives for the military esti- 
mates for the fiscal years 1932 to 1936, 
both inclusive, all chiefs of arms, branches, 
and bureaus were directed to communicate 
directly with each interested division of the 
General Staff, submitting thereto their ree- 
ommendations, if any, as to new activities 
pertaining to their respective offices to be 
provided for, or former activities to be 
abandoned or modified in the estimates for 
the fiscal year under consideration, 

In conformity therewith, the Chief of Air 
Corps each year submitted the predicted re- 
quirements of the Air Corps in personnel, 
material, and training, and made such rec- 
ommendations with reference to Ordnance 
Department, Signal Corps, and Organized 
Reserve requirements as were pertinent. 
General Foulois became Chief of the Air 
Corps on December 22, 1931. At that time, 
the Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 
1932 was financing current expenditures, 
The Military Subcommittee of the House 
Appropriations Committee was holding 
hearings on the fiscal year 1933 estimates, 
the Air Corps’ portion of which was pre- 
sented by General Foulois on January 5, 
1982. The call for recommendations con- 
cerning the fiseal year 1934 directive was 
made on December 30, 1981, 8 days after 
General Foulois took office. On January 
12, 1932, General Foulois signed a memo- 
randum for the Assistant Chiefs of Staff, 
G-1, G-8, and G-4, setting forth the require- 
ments of the Air Corps for the tentative di- 
rective, fiscal year 1934. This memorandum 
covered the field of Air Corps Activities 
and stated the requirements in great detail. 
(Italie ours.) 

On March 81, 19382, General Foulois ap- 
peared in person before the Budget Ad- 
visory Committée and with the aid of five 
assistants presented the Air Corps’ esti- 
mates for the fiscal year 1934. Before for- 
warding the report of the Budget Advisory 
Committee for approval by higher author- 
ity, the budget officer for the War Depart- 
ment on June 20, 1932, informed the Chief 
of Air Corps of its recommendations con- 
cerning Air Corps activities and instructed 
him to submit any statement concerning 
these recommendations he saw fit. In reply 
thereto, the then Acting Chief of 
Air Corps (General Westover) on 
June 22, 1932, submitted a reclama regard- 
ing the recommendations on the number of 
pilots and airplanes and the amount of 
equipment to be provided. This reclama 
was carefully considered by the successive 
reviewing authorities at the time the Bud- 
get Advisory Committee’s report was ex- 
amined, and an additional amount aggre- 
gating $1,088,014 over that allowed by the 
Budget Advisory Committee was allotted 
to the Air Corps. General Westover was 
present and presented the Air Corps’ con- 





tentions at the meeting of the general coun- 


cil which recommended the increase. On 
October 20, 1932, General Foulois appeared 
before Mr. Roop, Director of the Budget, 
and personally presented the Air Corps’ 
estimates. On December 14, 1932, he pre- 
sented the Air Corps’ estimates before the 
Military Subcommittee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee” (Italic ours.) 

Before the War Department's expendi- 
ture program for the fiscal year 1934 
could be promulgated, the incoming Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of the Budget imposed 
a limitation on the amounts that could 
be withdrawn from the Treasurry during 
the fiscal year 1934. The Chief of the 
Air Corps did not participate in the ne- 
gotiations and conferences which took place 
at that time between representatives of the 
Secretary of War and of the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget for the reason that 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget 
prescribed that no one except the imme- 
diate advisers of the Secretary of War 
should be informed in the matter. How- 
ever, the War Department's representatives 
did succeed in having the limitation of 
$16,557,915 originally imposed on the Air 
Corps by the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget raised to $20,612,400. As soon as 
the limiting Air Corps figure was finally 
prescribed by the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget, the Chief of Air Corps was 
promptly informed of the amount that had 
been allotted to his establishment and was 
requested to consider the effect on Air 
Corps activities and to submit recommenda- 
tions concerning possible transfers to his 
appropriation from other appropriations, at 
the same time indicating the appropriations 
that could be reduced and the reasons 
therefor. In reply the Chief of Air Corps 
recommended that $150,000 should’ be 
transferred from “Air Corps, Army” to 
“Organized Reserves” and this recommen- 
dation was approved. 

On February 13, 1933, General Foulois 
signed a memorandum for the Assistant 
Chiefs of Staff, G-1, G-3, and G4, setting 
forth the requirements of the Air Corps 
for the tentative directive, fiscal year 1935. 
Among the recommendations covering the 
requirements of the Air Corps was in- 
cluded the following: “It is recommended 
that there be no limiting figure which will 
prevent the submission of programs by the 
Ordnance Department and the Signal Corps 
for the procurement of material provided 
by these Departments for use by the Air 
Corps. This recommendation is submitted 
with particular reference toward securing 
estimates for the necessary bombs, machine 
guns, and radio sets.” On July 17, 1933, 
General Westover personally appeared be- 
fore the Budget Advisory Committee and 
presented the Air Corps’ requirements in 
the detail they desired. The Budget Advis- 
ory Committee carefully coordinated Air 
Corps’ requirements estimated for by other 
bureaus and consulted with Air Corps’ 
representatives to assure itself that the Air 
Corps was properly provided for in such es- 
timates. Although afforded an opportunity 
by the budget officer for the War Depart- 
ment to atate any disagreement with the 
recommendations of the Budget Advisory 
Jommittee, the Chief of Air Corpa did not 


avail himself of the opportunity. (Italic 
ours.) 
On October 18, 1933, General Foulois 


personally appeared before the representa- 
tive of the Bureau of the Budget (Colonel 


Dasher) who was examining the War De- 
partment'’s estimates in the office of the 
budget officer for the War Department 


and presented the Air Corps’ requirements. 
On November 13, 1933, General Fouloia per- 
sonally appeared before the Assistant Di- 
rector of the Bureau of the Budget (Mr. 
Lowry) who was conducting hearings in the 
Bureau of the Budget on the War Depart- 
ment'’s estimates and read a formal statement 
concerning Air Corps requirements. Follow 
ing this, he replied at length to questions 
propounded to him and discussed the ac- 
tivities of his establishment at length. On 
February 14, 1934, General Fouloie ap- 
peared personally before the Military Sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee and discussed Air Corps require- 
ments in the greatest detail. (Italic ours.) 

On March 24, 1934, General Foulois signed 
a memorandum for the assistant chiefs of 
staff, G-1, G-3, and G-4, setting forth the 
requirements of the Air Corps for the tenta- 
tive directive, fiscal year 1936. The Budget 
Advisory Committee has not held hearings 
on the Air Corps’ estimates but General 
Foulois will be given the opportunity of 
presenting the Air Corps’ requirements at 
the proper time. The tentative directive 
provides for “the completion of the Five- 
year Air Corps Program.” 

With reference to the control of the Chief 
of Air Corps over bombs, other ammuni- 
tion, machine guns and radio equipment, 
bureaus other than the Air Corps are re- 
quired by law to procure, store, and issue 
such items. In this respect, the Air Corps 
is in the same position as other using 
services, except that since the enactment

With reference to bombs and 
other ammunition, the Chief of Air Corps 
is alloted annual allowances on a m 
value basis and credits are established jp 
ordnance establishments which issye to 
the Air Corps the items requisitioned for 
up to the amount of money value available, 
The situation would not be changed i 
funds for these purposes were carried jp 
the appropriation “Air Corps, Army.” he 
decision as to the amount of funds to be 
carried in War Department estimates for 
these purposes would be made by the 
same authority which now prescribes the 
ammunition allowances. 


In view of the records, testimony, and 
quotations above referred to we find ag g 
fact that, notwithstanding his testimony 


to the contrary, Major General Foulois was 
given full opportunity to present and defend 
his proposed budgets for the Air Corps, and 
that he availed himself of such privilege. 
Air Mail 

A glaring example of mismanagement and 
inefficiency on the part of Major Genera) 
Foulois is apparent from his actions or fail. 
ures to act in connection with the plans and 
preparations prior to the transportation of 
the air mail. Major General Foulois testi. 
fied, under oath, on March 1, 1934, that he 
was advised of the probability that the 
Army Air Corps might be called on to carry 
the mail on February 9, 1934, and that when 
asked “Whether or not the officers, men, 
and material were in such state and training 
and condition to do it” he told the Assistant 
Postmaster General that he was “quite cer 
tain” that the Air Corps could handle the 
job and that he thought he would be ready 
to move personnel and material in a week 
or 10 days. He further testified that he was 
then given 10 days to prepare for trans- 
portation of the air mail. The testimony 
also shows that Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, 
Assistant Chief of the Air Corps, who was 
put in charge of the air-mail operations the 
day following the order given for trans- 
portation, was not consulted by Major Gen 
eral Foulois or any other officer with ref- 
erence to the condition of the Air Corps for 
the proper handling of the air mail, not- 
withstanding the fact that Brigadier Gen- 
eral Westover was available and that he 
testified that he would ordinarily be con- 
sulted in such a move. Brigadier General 
Westover also testified as follows, in re- 
gard to this proposition: 


Mr. Rogers. Considering the other fac- 
tors, danger, equipment, landing-field ac 
commodations—considering all those other 
factors in connection with it, do you feel 
that at that time, you would have recom- 
mended in favor of carrying the mail by 
the Air Corps? 

General Westover. I doubt whether | 
would. I certainly would have consulted 
with the War Department officials with 
reference to their complications, the ques- 
tion of leasing and doing things of that 
kind. I mean there are so many angles to 
it that it would have taken some time to 
have reached a decision. 

Mr. Rogers. You would not have felt 
like doing it until you had considerable 
time to look into the matter further? 

General Westover. Yes, sir. 


Mr. Rogers. You would not have been 
ready at that time? 

General Westover. I would not have 
been ready. I would not have made an 


immediate decision. 


Apparently after a realization of the detri- 


mental effect of his testimony Brigadier 
General Westover conveyed to the com 
mittee the impression that he may not have 


been in Washington when the decision for 
the transportation of the air mail was made, 
but later undoubtedly realizing the serious 
nature of testimony under oath, wrote the 
committee on March 14, 1934, that he was 
“on duty and available in this city (Wash- 
ington) from the Ist to the 9th of Feb- 
ruary***,” 

Major General Foulois further testified in 
answer to the question “what experience had 
they (Army pilots) had in night flying be 
fore they took up the mail work” replied: 


I think nearly practically every one of 
the officers employed on this averaged, eve? 
before they graduated from the training 
center, 30 to 40 hours of night flying; and 
the men that are employed now on the 
lines, with possibly an isolated exception 
here and there averaged I would say 5 to 
6 hours at the beginning on night flying. 
They had that experience before going 
the lines. 


From records submitted to the committee 
it appears that D. O. Lowry, second lieu- 
tenant, Air Corps, had only 17% hours 
night flying up to the time of his fatal in- 
jury while carrying the mail; another, W. » 
Reid, second lieutenant, Air Corps Reserve 
had only 8 1/3 hours’ night flying prior 
his crashing while carrying the mail. Oth:

Further testimony before the committee 
showed the total lack of preparation made 


by the Chief and Assistant Chief of the Air

Procurement 
During the course of his testimony Major 
General Foulois was questioned under oath 
regarding the procurement of aircraft and 
under the Air Corps Act of 
1926. He testified in answer to a direct 
question that in the purchase of planes 
there was no real competitive bidding, that 
it was practically all negotiated business and 
that the purchase of planes “has been chief 
ly under the negotiated system almost en 
tirely for the past 3 or 4 years.” 
This testimony was corroborated by the 
evidence of Brigadier General Westover who 
testified in part as follows:

On being further pressed as to whether or

An inspection of the chart of purchases 
annexed to this report and marked “Exhibit 
A” will disclose the many instances in 
which Brigadier General Westover approved 
contracts for the procurement of aircraft 
and accessories and the value thereof.* 


It should be noted here that in the pur- 
chase of Army airplanes no performance 
guaranty whatsoever other than weight and 
balance is required from the successful ven 
dor, a deplorable condition which would not 
be tolerated in private industry and which 
is not permitted in other branches of our 
National Government. 

As another piece of testimony showing the 
unreliability and dishonesty of Major Gen 
eral Foulois, we call attention to the Gen 
eral’s statement before the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on February 1, 1934, 
relative to the treatment received by him 
from the other members of the Drum Board. 
In commenting on the findings of the Drum 
Board he testified in part as follows: 


There are a lot of things in there that I 
disagree with; there are a lot of things 
in there that I agreed with in the interest 
of harmony, and also to the fact that five 
members of that board—and I was often 
the minority member on lots of things that 
had to happen and that were discussed 
there were a great many things that 
I was voted down on in handling the par 
liamentary procedure in working up that 
report that you have here * * *.

The present inefficient, expensive, and un 
productive system of procurement of air 
planes, as carried on by and through the 
Chief of the Air Corps is indeed well il 
lustrated in the present experience of the 
Air Corps with 136 Boeing P-26 planes, pur 
chased in violation of law in January and 
February 1933 under Army regulations (A. 
R.-5-240) without proper tests, at a contract 
price of $1,388,500.17. 

Approximately 98 planes have been deliv 
ered to date and it is admitted that before 
the contract is completed the planes will be 
obsolete. The direct cause for this state of 
affairs is constant alterations in specifica- 
tions after the award of a contract resulting 
in unreasonable and ynjustifiable delay. This 
situation develops at Wright Field, a branch 
office of the Chief of the Air Corps, and an 
essential factor in the system of unlawful 
procurement which must be abolished. 

The desirability for a concise and sum- 
mary report make it inadvisable to fully 
detail all of the evidence presented to us 
concerning the inefficiency of the Air Corps 
under Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, but 
the record is replete with such facts. 

We desire unanimously at this time to 
impress upon the Congress and the citizens 
of the United States of America that our 
investigations are constantly showing that 
thousands of patriotic young men through 


out the Nation, enlisted in the Air Corps, 
have in the past and are now fervently 
rendering unselfish and patriotic service in 


and main 
America 


an earnest endeavor to establish 
tain an Army Air Corps of which 
may well be proud. 

Our report would not he complete with 
out calling attention to the type of young 
men who make up the tactical units of the 
Air Corps. They come from West Point, 
from the universities. colleges, and tech 
nical schools of America, and finer person- 
nel cannot be obtained. That these officers 
and men should be equipped with proper 
planes and aeronautical supplies goes with 
out saying. Under the system of procure- 
ment in vogue these they have not been re- 
ceiving. This inquiry discloses the necessity 
for open unrestricted competition in the 
purchase of planes and material, the crying 
need of frequent and aggressive design com 
petition and the expenditure of reasonable 
amounts for experimental purposes, 

In conclusion, however, we find it neces 
sary to report that we are most firmly con 
vinced from the evidence and records sub 
mitted that before any substantial progress 
in the upbuilding of the morale and the 
materiel of the Army Air Corps can be 
attained, Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois 
must be relieved from his position as Chief 
of the Air Corps. We unanimously recom 
mend that the Secretary of War take such 
action without delay.

The Foot Soldier 


Maj. Gen. Edward L. Croft, Chief of 
Infantry, addressing the graduating class 
at the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga. 
June 15, cautioned his audience to “bear 
in mind that the human being is and 
ever must be the nucleus around which 
we construct our new weapons, new 
organizations and new tactics.” 

“Remember” General Croft said, “that 
man will never fight himself when he 
ean devise other means to do the fight- 
ing for him, and when he does devise 
such means, he invariably devises the 
antidote therefor. 

“In this connection, the country today 
is mechanically minded, consequently, all 
efforts are being put forth to utiliz 
mechanical devices for use in future 
war. He who fails to follow this lead 
will find himself a failure and a “has 
been” when the next war comes. He 
who follows it blindly will find himself 
in the position of the junk dealer with 
few articles that have real value. 

“Although improved means of trans 
portation will undoubtedly play a great 
part in transporting infantry in the 
future, we cannot and must not neglect 
the training of infantry to march, 
there never will be sufficient motor 
transportation for all the movements 
required of infantry. Furthermore, 
motors in numbers cannot enter the zone 
of artillery fire, hence it follows that the 
approach march, the battle itself, and 
the pursuit, must be made on foot. 

“I have already emphasized the point 
that the present age is mechanically 
minded. We are living in the machine 
age; so much so that we are almost 
compelled to say that machines are if 
the saddle and ride mankind. We have 
the power of supermen over machines 
and their forces, but only a faulty under- 
standing of men and their ways. 

“While evolving new material in, and 
keeping step with, the machine age, We 
must, in considering changes in imple 
ments of war, bear in mind that the 
human being is and ever must be the 
nucleus around which we construct our 
new weapons, new organizations an 
new tactics.” 

General Croft was introduced by Brig- 
Gen. G. H. Estes, commandant of the 
school. Diplomas were presented to the 
graduates by General Croft, Gene 
Estes and Colonel Weeks. A benedictio® 
was asked by Chaplain John F. Mont 
han.

OBITUARIES 
Col. William Denison Forsyth was 


born at Chicago, Ill, Mar. 28, 1876. He 
died at William Beaumont Hospital, Ft. 
Bliss, Tex., May 31, 1934. 

He was the son of Gen. James W. 
Forsyth who, as a major general of the 
Civil War and a cavalry officer of the 
Indian Wars, had a distinguished career. 
He died in 1906 at the age of seventy- 
two. 

Colonel Forsyth’s mother died when 
he was only eleven years of age. She 
was the daughter of the great Civil 
War Governor of Ohio, William Denison. 

Young Forsyth’s education was such 
as he could gain from local schools while 
his father was moving from post to post 
in the fulfillment of his duties on the 
Western frontier. 

When he was barely twenty-two years 
of age, the Spanish-American War came 
on and he was commissioned a lieuten- 
ant in the 1st Ohio Cavalry. On ac- 
count of lack of transportation for the 
horses, the regiment did not get to Cuba 
and was mustered out in Sept., 1898. 

Lieutenant Forsyth was appointed a 
second lieutenant of Infantry in the 
Regular Army in Sept., 1898, but was 
transferred, a month later, to the caval- 
ry, being assigned to the 5th Cavalry. 
He served in this regiment for nearly 
twenty years part of the time in the 
United States but also in Puerto Rico, 
the Philippine Islands and Hawaii. 

At the outbreak of the World War he 
was appointed a lieutenant colonel in 
the National Army. Later he reached 
the grade of colonel and became chief of 
staff of the Eleventh Division which was 
being organized at Camp Meade, Md. 
Training was completed and orders had 
been received for the Division to em- 
bark for overseas service when the 
signing of the Armistice destroyed all 
hopes of active service abroad. 

Colonel Forsyth reverted to his rank 
of major in August, 1919, and rose, by 








regular promotion, to the grade of col- 
onel in 1924. A year and a half later 
he was retired from active service for 
disability incident to the service. 

In 1913, he had married Miss Epsie 
Dockery and he is survived by her and 
by their daughter, Elizabeth. 

Colonel Forsyth was a graduate of the 


Infantry and Cavalry school in 1905; 
the Mounted Service School, 1912; The 
Army School of the Line, 1920; and the 
Army Staff College, 1921. 

Next to going overseas during the 
World War, his great ambition was to 
become colonel of the regiment with 
which he had served for so many years. 
This he finally achieved, he being as- 
signed to the 5th Cavalry, as its col- 
onel, after his promotion, in 1924. 

He was a very able and conscientious 
officer with a high sense of duty. The 
organization which he commanded 
whether a troop or a squadron or a reg- 
iment was always one of the best in the 
Army. He was a splendid horse-man and 
was a member of the regimental polo 
team for many years.

Current American Shipbuilding 

On May 1, 1934, American Shipyards 
were building or under contract to build 
for private shipowners 60 vessels aggre- 
gating 47,753 gross tons compared with 
49 vessels aggregating 42,008 gross tons 
on April 1, 1934. 

The tonnage was distributed as 
follows: Steam and Motor, Steel—Sea- 
going, 1,000 gross tons and over, 7 ves- 
sels totaling 24,400 tons; All Coasts, 100 
to 999 gross tons, 1 of 615 tons.

Alaskan Flight 
Plans have been perfected by the 


Army Air Corps for a flight of ten air- 
planes from Washington, D. C., to Fair- 
banks, Alaska, and return for the pur- 
pose of training and doing photographic 
work in Alaska. The United States Gov- 
ernment some time ago requested the 
permission of the Canadian Government 
for this flight to transit Canadian terri- 
tory and has received this permission.

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War Department Investigation 
(Continued from First Page) 
month from the Cuban-American Manga- 
nese Co, during 1932. He insisted that 
his work for them involved a search of 
the California law regarding placer min- 
ing, but Chairman Rogers read into the 
record several letters between Colonel 
McMullen and the company which spoke 
of the company’s efforts to prevent an 
increase in the tariff on Cuban manga- 
nese. One of these praised Colonel Mc- 
Mullen’s “great efforts” in putting off 
a tax on manganese. Questioned regard- 
ing the letter, Colonel McMullen declared 
he hadn’t done anything to merit the 

praise. 

At one time during the long session 
Thursday, Colonel McMullen refused to 
answer a question put to him on the 
ground that he might incriminate him- 
self. Representative James asked him 
about a “Sunday meeting at his home.” 

“You have publicly announced that 
you are out to get me,” Colonel Mc- 
Mullen told Mr. James, “and 1 refuse 
to answer. I stand on Constitutional 
rights.” 

“Do you take the position that your 
answer would incriminate you?” asked 
Chairman Rogers. 

“Put it that way if you want—that it 
might tend to incriminate me,” replied 
Colonel McMullen. 

Yesterday morning however, when the 
subcommittee resumed its cross-examina- 
tion of Colonel McMullen, he told them 
that he would answer the question, He 
said that Assistant Secretary of War 
Woodring had phoned him while he was 
on leave and had asked him if he would 
draw up a contract of sale with Joseph 
Silverman, jr.. New York trader, for 
some surplus clothing. Silverman and 
two lawyers named O'Neill and Jackson 


had come to his home and he had 
drafted the contract, he said. 

Asked what had transpired which 
might have incriminated him, Colonel 
MeMullen said that there had _ been 


nothing. He added that he had “blown 
up” the day before. 

Colonel McMullen also testified to hav- 
ing received other fees, one of $5,000 
from the Atwater Kent Radio Co. for 
patent work. 

Earlier in the week Representative 
Rogers, chairman of the investigating 
group, announced that he had turned 
over to the Department of Justice a 
mass of evidence regarding the “Hola- 
bird situation” with a view to deter- 
mining whether any criminal law had 
been violated. He said that the “Hola- 
bird situation” involved the acceptance 
of favors by Army officers from automo- 
bile companies. The Justice Depart- 
ment is also looking into charges that 
Army officers were given World Series 
and night club tickets by officials of the 
Mercur Corporation, the lessee of the 
Port Newark Army Base. The Military 
Committee has recommended that the 
contract with this company be rescinded 
on grounds of fraud. 

The House on June 16 passed a reso- 
lution authorizing the expenditure of an 
additional $20,000 to carry on the inves- 
tigation of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee. In presenting the resolution to the 
House from the Accounts Committee, 
Representative Cochran, Dem. of Mo., 
declared : 

“A scandal that will arouse the people 
of the country and, in all probability, 
open the doors of penitentiaries to Gov- 
ernment officials will undoubtedly be the 
result of this investigation. 

“If the Members of this House could 
have heard those who constitute the in- 
vestigating committee disclose their find- 
ings to date they would realize the ne- 
cessity of this appropriation. 

“IT have been a member of the Com- 
mittee on Accounts for eight years, and 
never before have I heard members of 
an investigating committee submit such 
a statement. * * * When men like Mr. 
McSwain, chairman of the committee, 
Mr. James, Mr. Goss, Mr. Rogers of New 
Hampshire, Mr. Kvale, Mr. Montet, and 
others, who have long served on the com- 
mittee handling the affairs of the Mili- 
tary Establishment say that they are 
utterl\. amazed at the revelations, you 


can realize its importance.”

constitutes a criminal offense, but prose 
cution is barred by the statute of limi.
